An issue resurfaces every election year is that of tax 
reform. Specifically, how to achieve a more equitable 
distributions of the tax burden. 
There will probably never be a time when the tax 
system couldn’t benefit from reform, but one favored 
idea Americans might as well forget about is that there 
are vast untaxed billions to be raked out of the upper 
income brackets. 
According to the Tax Foundation, Inc., a nongovern­ 
mental organization that researches and reports on tax 
matters, the Internal Revenue Service collected $15.8 
billion in taxes from income brackets above $32,000 in 
1972. That was an effective tax rate of 55 per cent. 
If the tax rate had been 100 per cent, and the IRS had 
taken all taxable income above $32,000, the additional 
revenue would have been $12.8 billion.

WASHINGTON - Secret 
papers found in Chilean exile 
leader Orlando Letelier’s at­ 
tache’ case after his assassina­ 
tion show he had been collecting 
a mysterious $1,000 a month 
through a “Havana connection.” 
The papers also reveal that 
Letelier’s office had been in 
close contact, perhaps inno­ 
cently, with a top Cuban in­ 
telligence agent named Julian 
Torres Rizo. 
The respected Letelier, a 
forma Chilean foreign minista, 
was blown to oblivion on Sep- 
tember 21 as he was driving 
down Washington’s tranquil, 
tree-shaded Embassy Row. Ac­ 
companying him in his blue 
Chevrolet were two passengers, 
Mike Moffit and his wife, Ronni. 
The bomb blast also killed Ron­ 
ni, but Mike miraculously sur­ 
vived. 
He telephoned us afterward in 
anguish and pleaded with us to 
investigate the assassination.; 
Our preliminary findings indi-i 
cated that Chile’s dread secret 
police, known as DINA, probably, 
had been behind the bombing. 
Now our investigation has 
turned up some unexpected 
developments. 
The blast that killed Letelier, 
we have learned, revealed that 
he had been leading a strange 
double life. The evidence? was 
locked in a Samsonite attache’ 


case, which investigators 
salvaged from the wreckage 
The briefcase was returned to 
the murdered man’s family. But 
first, intelligence agents copied 
the contents fa possible dues 
that might lead to the assassins. 
They found some unexpected 
clues that were even more 
fascinating. The briefcase con­ 
tained papers so sensitive that 
Letelier probably carried them 
to prevent their theft by CIA 
housebreakers. We have now 
seen sane of these hush-hush 
papers. 
They show that Letelier 
received $1/100 a month through 
a “Havana connection.” His con­ 
tact was none other than 
B eatrice “T ati” A llende, 
daughter of Salvada Allende, 
the Chilean president who was 
slain in 1973 by a military junta. 
Tati now lives in Havana with 
h a husband, who is a Cuban of­ 
ficial. 
In a May 8, 1975, letter to 
Letelia, she notified him that he 
will receive 85,000 as an advance 
payment “para apoya tu traba­ 
jo” - “to support your work.” 
This was to be followed by the 
monthly $1,000 payments. The 
money would come, she said, 
from the Chilean Socialist party 
in exile. The disbursement had 
been approved, she explained, 
by the party’s leder, Carlos 
Altamiaano, who is reported to 


be living in exile in East Berlin. 
The Chilean Socialist Party 
has offices in East Berlin, 
Havana and Rome. Intelligence 
sources contend that money 
couldn’t have been transmitted 
to Letelier without the Cuban 
government’s approval 
Another letter in Letelier’s 
briefcase was written on Sept 
14,1976, by one of his young col­ 
leagues. It tells of a meeting in 
Havana with Emilio Brito, a 
Communist Central Committee 
functionary. According to our in­ 
telligence sources, Brito is affili­ 
ated with the Cuban planning 
group that directs the subversion 
of Puerto Rico and the United 
States. 
The letter thanks Brito fa 
som e scholarly material 
“received from the hands of 
Julian Rizo.” The writa pro­ 
mises to send otha academic in­ 
formation to Brito thrrough “la 
Mision,” meaning the Cuban 
mission at the United Nations. 
Officially, Rizo was listed as 
the first secretary of the Cuban 
mission. But as early as March 1, 
1976, we identified him as a spy 
in diplomatic disguise. “His mis­ 
sion at the United Nations,” we 
wrote, “is to develop contacts 
with radicals in this country.” 
We have omitted the name of 
Letelier’s young Colleague, 
because he has received an 
assassination threat. But we 
questioned him for an hour. The 
young man contended per­ 
suasively that he was totaaly 
unaware of the intelligence roles 
of Brito and Rizo. 
Letelia, at the time of his 
death, was affiliated with the In­ 
stitute fa Policy Studies. The In­ 
stitute’s directa, Marcus Radon, 
said he had no knowledge of 
Letelier’s secret payments. 
“What he did fa his Chilean con­ 
cerns was totally outside his In­ 
stitute work,” Raskin told us. “As 


a fellow at the Institute he was a 
total success who performed 
with brilliance and skill.” 
Letelia’s widow, Isabel told 
us die was aware of payments, 
but speculated that they must 
have come from the exiled politi­ 
cal party, not from the Cuban 
government 
We reached Tati Allende in 
Havana by telephone, but she 
declined to reveal the source of 
the payments. Her letter to 
Letelia, she said, was “per­ 
sonal” and die couldn’t imders- 
tand why it would be made 
public “unless ft was to hurt” 
Letelia’s cause. 
Despite our efforts to persuade 
h a to clear up the mystery, she 
finally said: “I can’t comment.” 
Footnote: Letelia had planned 
to visit Cuba on Septemba 21. In 
the attache’ case was also a let- 
ta he had written to his old 
friend, Cuban Foreign Minister 
Raul Roe, introducing a Dutch 
sympathiza.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal government is the un­ 
seen cook in your kitchen. 
Tasting, 
testing, 
sniffing, 
peering at labela, regulating 
prices, it touches virtually ev­ 
ery item of food you buy at the 
grocery store. 
It also raises prices, some­ 
times significantly and often in 
ways that you probably don’t 
imagine. 
And although it tries to guard 
you against unsafe, unwhole­ 
some or mislabeled food, its ef­ 
forts are so fragmented and 
disparate that it sometimes 
gives you less protection than 
you may think. 
For example: 
—Federal subsidies to South­ 
ern and border-state peanut 
farmers cost taxpayers roughly 
$1 for every American last year 
and raised the retail price of 
peanut butter from 10 to 15 
cents a pound, according to 
government figures and manu­ 
facturer’s estimates. 
—Consumers pay from two to 
three cents on every $10 bag of 
groceries to reimburse stores 
for 
filling 
out 
government 
forms, accommodating govern­ 
ment inspectors and otherwise 
complying with regulations, ac­ 
cording to the Super Market In­ 
stitute, an industry research 
group. 
—Desoite an expensive army 


of government meat inspectors 
who continuously monitor vir­ 
tually every meat processing 
plant in the country, two Geor­ 
gia women died from eating 
government-inspected 
canned 
beef stew contaminated with 
botulism poison. The Agricul­ 
ture Department had ignored 
warnings that its meat-canning 
regulations were inadequate. 
—The law protecting Ameri­ 
can dairy farmers from foreign 
competition 
now 
costs con­ 
sumers, by official estimate, 4.9 
cents per half-gallon of milk 
and 11.2 cents per pound of 
cheese. Price supports, federal 
marketing controls and import 
quotas help make American 
milk and cheese prices among 
the highest in the world. 
—Federal chicken inspectors 
devote an average of only three 
seconds to inspecting each bird, 
and conduct no routine germ 
counts. Consumers polled by 
the government tend to think 
federal 
inspectors 
check 
poultry for bacteria. Yet about 
one chicken in four reaches the 
consumer contaminated with 
salmonella bacteria, which can 
cause food poisoning. 
—In 1972, because of federal 
marketing regulations, 14,000 
tons of red tart cherries were 
allowed to rot in the orchards, 
keeping prices up and helping 
cherry growers. 


In all, 47 different federal 
marketing regulation systems, 
called “marketing orders,” af­ 
fect producers and buyers of 
various fruits, nuts and vege­ 
tables. 
The 
federal 
government’s 
system of regulating the safety 
and quality of food often is in­ 
consistent. “There’s no rhyme 
or reason to it,” said one high- 
ranking Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration official, who asked not 
to be named. 
Consider this: The federal 
government requires a meatpa- 
cker to get approval from the 
Agriculture Department before 
building a new plant. Officials 
must apin*ove the blueprints, 
including such details as the 
kind of sinks to be used and the 
plumbing diagram. 
Yet a new canning plant for 
non-meat products may start 
up with no word to government, 
because a different law applies 
and a different agency is in­ 
volved. 
FDA 
sanitation 
in­ 
spectors may fail to inspect 
such a plant because they don’t 
know it exists. 
Once built, a meat-canning 
plant must have a federal in­ 


spector present when it is in 
operation. But a vegetable-can­ 
ning plant can expect an FDA 
inspection once every three or 
four years, given the number of 
inspectors available and assum­ 
ing they can find the plant. 
Yet canned meat and canned 
vegetables are subject to vir­ 
tually identical health hazards. 
Why the different treatment? 
The law requires it. 
Under present law no single 
federal agency coordinates in­ 
spection of food for safety and 
truthful labeling. The Agricul­ 
ture Department inspects meat 
and poultry plants continuously. 
The FDA spot-checks plants 
handling fruit, vegetables or 
seafood. The Commerce De­ 
partment provides additional 
sanitation and quality checks 
for 
seafood 
processors who 
want it and will pay for it. The 
Treasury Department has au­ 
thority to set label require­ 
ments for beer, wine and li­ 
quor. 
The 
divided 
responsibility 
leads sometimes to buckpass- 
ing, 
poor 
coordination 
and 
worse. 
Consumers Union got what it 


considered a runaround when it 
sought federal action last year 
to reduce the amount of rodent 
hair, insect parts and bacteria 
in frozen pot pies. CU first ap­ 
proached the Food and Drug 
Administration, 
which 
said 
products containing meat fall 
under Agriculture Department 
jurisdiction. But the Agricul­ 
ture Department said the filth 
problem came from spices and 
flour under FDA jurisdiction. 
CU began trying to get feder­ 
al action shortly after it pub­ 
lished test findings of filth in 
pot pies in August 1975. The 
m atter still is unresolved, al­ 
though FDA appears to have 
accepted jurisdiction of the 
complaint. 
In a more serious case, two 
women in Griffin, Ga. died 
after eating beef stew that had 
been canned under supervision 
of an Agriculture Department 
inspector. The contents were 
contaminated 
with 
botulism 
toxin, the result of inadequate 
heat-processing. 
The fatal meal was consumed 
in 1974, six years after the Ag­ 
riculture Department ignored 
recommendations from its own

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
writing to you in regard to 
surgery which I had eight 
years ago for a diverticulum. 
After the surgery I was placed 
on a bland diet and suffered 
gas pains until I started using 
your bulk program. Now I am 
practically free of gas, so 
would lettuce salads included 
in my diet be all right? I am 
dying to consume a lettuce or 
tossed salad. 
D EAR REA D ER ~ Gas 
pains are often a symptom of 
sp a stic 
co lo n . 
M any 
authorities think a spastic 
colon leads to forming those 
pesky pockets of the colon 
call«! diverticula. A diet that 
includes plenty of cereal fiber 
in bran and bran products 
often helps re lie ve the 
problem. 
Those wretched bland diets 
that were commonly prescrib­ 
ed for colon problems and 
diverticulosis until a few 
years ago actually made the 
problem worse. I am not sur­ 
prised that you had symptoms 
from gas. 
Once the colon resumes nor-

mal functioning you should be 
able to return to a near­ 
normal diet. Go ahead and try 
lettuce in a small amount for 
several days, and if all goes 
well increase the amount to 
the level you wish to include in 
your diet. 
Even if you eat some gas- 
forming foods, normal colon 
function w ill keep the gas 
from being trapped and caus­ 
ing symptoms. To give you 
more information about the 
causes of gas and gas symp­ 
toms I am sending you The 
Health Letter, 6-8, Controlling 
Gaseousness.

A person would 
eat and drink to capacity, 
leave the banquet scene, 
relieve himself and return to 
gorge again. 
The first danger is that 
forceful vomiting may cause a 
tear of the lower esophagus. 
This can cause severe 
hemorrhage and is a medical 
emergency. 
The next and more likely 
problem is that individuals 
engaging in this practice to 
stay thin may over do it and 
slip into “ anorexia nervosa,” 
a disorder of not eating, or 
even vomiting to the point 
that serious starvation oc­ 
curs. This then becomes a 
major psychiatric problem as 
well as a nutritional disorder. 
The obvious solution is not 
to eat so much. Some young 
girls in particular become 
obsessed with being thin and 
have a mistaken idea about 
their own body. They think 
they are fat when in reality 
they are thin. We all have a 
mental image of our body, but 
in these young girls the body 
image is often distorted from 
reality.

What’s needed on 
the Hill is reform

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — He’s a young idealist of proven 
ability. He first ran for Congress two years ago because of his 
concern that the Senate and House had fallen into disrepute. 
And because he believed that, in his small way, he ought to do 
what he could. In November he won again — by a landslide. 
Today I find him despondent. He’s more convinced than 
ever that Congress is in a bad way — lacking respect, in need 
of reform. 
He has asked to be relieved of a committee assignment in an 
area he believes tremendously important. What that com­ 
mittee decides is routinely turned over to another committee, 
which then begins again on the problem from scratch. So 
what’s the point? 
There’s such a jumble of conflicting jurisdictions on the Hill 
— whether in energy, welfare, health, or what have you — that 
it’s impossible to get workable bills through. What come out of 
the pipeline in too many cases are hodgepodge, self- 
contradicting laws which may intensify the problems they 
were intended to correct. 
Rivalries between conflicting committee and subcommittee 
chiefs add to the burden. 
Then there are bribes. And the cozy relationships between 
congressmen and special interests. Take the Korean scandal 
— the lavish gifts and entertainment to influential con­ 
gressmen. It is merely a sensational example of what's all too 
common. 
There’s the misuse of congressional funds and private office 
accounts available to senators, representatives and, indirect­ 
ly, to their staffs. 
. And don’t forget the conflicts of interest typified by the case 
of a congressman with major banking investments who votes 
on banking legislation which benefits him personally. 
Put all the above in a basket and the top priority of this in­ 
coming Congress should be clear. 
It’s not new laws we need. But reform on the Hill. 
There’s a widespread view among those who believe the 
sprawling executive bureaucracy needs an overhaul that this 
is impossible, or if achieved, would be unworkable unless 
there s a comparable reform of the maze that passes for 
organization in the Congress. The average representative has 
five to six committee and subcommittee roles, the average 
Senator 18 to 20. Major government agencies must report and 
be accountable to up to 90 or so committees, subcommittees 
and special investigative groups. 
My friend may be wrong. I hope he is. But he sees few signs 
that any significant group in Congress is interested in reform 
— except in public speeches and press releases. 
He finds reform apathy prevalent even among the large 
class of eager men and women first elected two years ago as 
an aftermath of Watergate. He finds it true among Democrats 
and Republicans. Though the Republicans talk more about the 
problem, being in the minority, most seem unwilling to put up 
a fight for change, whether through discouragement or 
cynicism. 
He’s grown leery of prominent so-called public interest 
groups which seem frequently to charge ahead full tilt on ma­ 
jor issues without gathering enough evidence to know what 
they’re doing. 
As a result, he doesn’t know where to turn. He wanders 
about asking acquaintances, congressmen and friends at home 
how one can attack this problem. 
Now my friend is not alone. There are other equally con­ 
scientious senators and representatives of my knowledge who 
want a cleanup. But the cards are stacked against them. The 
majority of legislators, it appears, do not want to give up their 
privileges and prerogatives. They’ll make certain that if the 
pressure is great, and reform bills must be voted, the new 
laws be so filled with loopholes as to be meaningless.

The next and more likely 
problem is that individuals 
engaging in this practice to 
stay thin may over do it and 
slip into “anorexia nervosa,” 
a disorder of not eating, or 
even vomiting tc the point 
that serious starvation oc­ 
curs. This then becomes a 
major psychiatric problem as 
well as a nutritional disorder. 
The obvious solution is not 
to eat so much. Some young 
girls in particular become 
obsessed with being thin and 
have a mistaken idea about 
their own body They think 
they are fat when in reality 
they are thin We all have a 
mental image of our body, but 
in these young girls the body 
image is often distorted from 
reality.

What’s needed on 
the Hill is reform

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — He’s a young idealist of proven 
ability He first ran for Congress two years ago because of his 
concern that the Senate and House had fallen into disrepute 
And because he believed that, in his small way. he ought to do 
what he could In November he won again — by a landslide 
Today I find him despondent. He's more convinced than 
ever that Congress is in a bad way — lacking respect, in need 
of reform 
He has asked to be relieved of a committee assignment in an 
area he believes tremendously important What that com­ 
mittee decides is routinely turned over to another committee, 
which then begins again on the problem from scratch So 
what s the point? 
There’s such a jumble of conflicting jurisdictions on the Hill 
— whether in energy, welfare, health, or what have you — that 
it’s impossible to get workable bills through What come out of 
the pipeline in too many cases are hodgepodge, self- 
contradicting laws which may intensify the problems they 
were intended to correct 
Rivalries between conflicting committee and subcommittee 
chiefs add to the burden 
Then there are bribes And the cozy relationships between 
congressmen and special interests Take the Korean scandal 
- the lavish gifts and entertainment to influential ton 
gressmen It is merely a sensational example of what’s all too 
common 
There's the misuse of congressional funds and private office 
accounts available to senators, representatives and. indirect­ 
ly, to their staffs 
And don't forget the conflicts of interest typified by the case 
of a congressman with major banking investments who votes 
on banking legislation which benefits him personally 
Put all the above in a basket and the top priority of this in­ 
coming Congress should be clear 
It’s not new laws we need But reform on the Hill 
There’s a widespread view among those who believe the 
sprawling executive bureaucracy needs an overhaul that this 
is impossible, or if achieved, would be unworkable unless 
there s a comparable reform of the maze that passes for 
organization in the Congress The average representative has 
five to six committee and subcommittee roles, the average 
Senator 18 to 20 Major government agencies must report and 
be accountable to up to 90 or so committees, subcommittees 
and special investigative groups 
My friend may be wrong I hope he is But he sees few signs 
that any significant group in Congress is interested in reform 
— except in public speeches and press releases 
He finds reform apathy prevalent even among the large 
class of eager men and women first elected two years ago as 
an afterm ath of Watergate He finds it true among Democrats 
and Republicans Though the Republicans talk more about the 
problem, being m the minority, most seem unwilling to put up 
a fight for change, whether through discouragement or 
cynicism 
He's grown leery of prominent so-called public interest 
groups which seem frequently to charge ahead full tilt on m a­ 
jor issues without gathering enough evidence to know what 
they’re doing. 
As a result, he doesn't know where to turn He wanders 
about asking acquaintances, congressmen and friends at home 
how one can attack this problem 
Now my friend is not alone There are other equally con­ 
scientious senators and representatives of my knowledge who 
want a cleanup But the cards are stacked against them The 
majority of legislators, it appears, do not want to give up their 
privileges and prerogatives They’ll make certain that if the 
pressure is great, and reform bills must be voted, the new 
laws be so filled with loopholes as to be meaningless

The 79-year-old pontiff deliv­ 
ered his message to his cardi­ 
nals in a consistory that also 
set the date for the canoniza­ 
tion of John Neumann, a 19th- 
century bishop of Philadelphia. 
Bishop Neumenn’s sainthood 
on June 19 will make him the 
first male U.S. 
saint. Two 
American women have been 
named saints — Mother Cabrini 
and Mother Seton. 


Another saint next year will 
be 19th century Spanish nun 
Rafaella Porras on Jan. 23. 
Pope Paul noted “with satis­ 
faction” the end of the war that 
“for so long bloodied Lebanon” 
and appealed for “good will” 
for the reconstruction of that 
Middle East nation. 
“The Lebanese crisis,” the 
pope added, “has shown the ur­ 
gency of solving the entire 
Middle East problem...(and) 
an adequate solution to the 
problem of holy places and 


above all the problem of Je­ 
rusalem.” 
The Vatican is pressing for 
some sort of an international 
guaranteee for free access to 
Jerusalem, the city holy to 
Christianity,

Judaism. 
On Rhodesia, the pope said 
current peace talks offer hope 
and pleaded for “a positive so­ 
lution to assure real conditions 
of justice, peaceful coexistence 
and collaboration among all 
people of the country.”

Former Beatle George Harri­ 
son says he was in a better 
mood last summer when he 
made his new album, “Thirty- 
three and 1-3” than he was 
when he made his last album, 
“Extra Texture.” 
Why? 
“Why not?” 
It's one of those quick an­ 
swers the Beatles used to give 
in the early days of their giant 
fame and packed press confer­ 
ences. But Harrison now has 
been a solo performer for seven 
years and he quickly adds, as 
befits his present maturity, 
“Because I just concentrated 
on doing the album. I avoided 
everything else. Previously I 
was trying to do half a dozen 
things at the same time.” 
It’s easy to understand how 
Harrison got embroiled in doing 
half a dozen other things while 
making an album. At the mo­ 
ment of the conversation, he is 
in the makeup room at NBC-TV 
in New York, his face being 
made up for “Saturday Night.” 
Paul Simon, host of the show, 
is in the next makeup chair. 
Harrison is answering inter­ 
view questions. And wisps of 
girls connected with the net­ 
work come in to say things 
like, “I love your whole life.” 
Earlier, during rehearsal of Si­ 
mon and Harrison duets, “Here 
Comes the Sun,” “Homeward 
Bound” and “By, By Love,” 
one of the girls has said to an­ 
other, “George Harrison smiled 
at me.” She received the reply, 
“Oh, I wouldn’t know what to 
do.” 
George Harrison isn’t even a 
run-of-the-mill superstar. He’s 
a one-time Beatle and the awe 
the Beatles generated has not 
yet gone away. 
Harrison tells the makeup 
man not to put too much on his 
face. He says he’s afraid he 
peaked for the day at 3 p.m.; 
he’s tired because he hasn’t 
been getting enough sleep. 


His plan was to go from New 
York to London, then to Bomb­ 
ay, India, for the wedding of 
Ravi Shankar’s niece to a vio­ 
linist in the band that toured 
with Harrison on his 1974 
American tour. Then he and 
Shankar, the sitar player who 
is India’s best-known musician 
abroad, were to go to the birth­ 
day celebration of Satya Sai 
Baba. Harrison says, “He is a 
very famous holy man in In­ 
dia.” 
However, he adds, “I’m not 
sure now I’m going to get to 
India in time. I’m so wiped out. 
Maybe when I get back to Eng­ 
land I’ll take a bit of a rest be­ 
fore I go there.” 
He probably doesn’t have as 
much money as people think, 
Harrison says, "after all those 
years of the Beatles. I spend a 
lot of time in Los Angeles but 
my residence is in the United 
Kingdom. Taxes are 93 per cent 
there. 
“Having had money sort of 
puts it in proportion for you. 
But it’s handy to have it. I need 
it to keep living in the style 
that I’m accustomed to, which 
includes a lot of travel. That’s 
not to say I always want to live 
in 
that 
style. 
Someday 
I 
won’t.” 
Another network girl enters 
with copies of contracts for the 
show. Harrison reads the con­ 
tract entirely. “I don’t think 
I’m allowed to earn money in 
the States. But that’s okay. You 
could call that amount no mon­ 
ey.” He signs copy after copy

and asks the girl if there’s one 
for each member of the au­ 
dience. 
To the question whether the 
Beatles will have a reunion, 
Harrison says, “Not at the mo­ 
ment.” 
In November 1974, Harrison 
became the first of the four for­ 
mer Beatles to tour America on 
his own, with a band. He also 
had Shankar and a large group 
of other musicians from India 
with him, playing some of their 
music during the concert. Many 
critics didn’t like it and some 
of the big halls around the 
country didn’t sell out. 
Earlier in 1974, Harrison had 
formed his ownr record com­ 
pany, Dark Horse, which now 
is distributed by Warner Broth­ 
ers. A movie, “Little Mal­ 
colm,” of which he was execu­ 
tive producer, won awards in 
Berlin and Atlanta. Two al­ 
bums, “Shankar Family and 
Friends” and “The Place I 
Love” by Splinter, both pro­ 
duced by Harrison, came out 
on Dark Horse and he made an 
album of his own, 
“Dark 
Horse.” 
Ravi Shankar Music Festival 
from India, with Harrison as 
producer and participant, was 
held in London and then con­ 
certs were given in five other 
European cities. 
He liked the 1974 tour, Harri­ 
son said. “That is, except for 
the fact I had too much work 
on that year. I was really tired 
and didn’t have a throat; I 
wasn’t physically in good condi­ 
tion. I thought the band was 
great. 
“I found the people who 
came to see it who didn’t have 
preconceived ideas enjoyed it. 
It was the people who came ex­ 
pecting to see the Beatles who 
didn’t enjoy it. That’s part of 
what I was trying to say, 'I’m 
not the Beatles. I’m me, you 
know.’ ” 
Harrison says he may tour 
again next summer, but with-* 
out the musicians from India 
because that takes a lot of time 
to organize, and in smaller 
halls. With Paul Simon saying, 
“You know you love it,” Harri­ 
son says, “I don’t like playing 
to Madison Square Garden. You 


can only see the first four 
rows.” 
George Harrison albums have 
been doing all right. Gold are 
“All Things Must Pass,” 1970; 
“The 
Concert 
for 
Bangla 
Desh,” 1972; “Livin’ in the Ma­ 
terial World,” 1973; 
“Dark 


Horse,” 1974, and “Extra Tex­ 
ture,” 1975. 
The 1970 single, “My Sweet 
Lord,” also is gold. Harrison 
lost a plagiarism suit in Sep­ 
tember, a federal judge saying 
that song was “virtually identi­ 
cal except for one phrase” with 
the 1962 Chiffons hit by John 
Mack, “He’s So Fine.” The 
judge also said that Harrison 
didn’t plagiarize consciously. 
“I was getting almost de­ 
pressed,” Harrison says, “but I

His plan was to go from New 
York to London, then to Bomb­
